"A erime syndieate assassin - reportedly the 
murderer of night-club owner MANNY SKAR - has been 
photographed in a Melrose Park gambling den with 
two west suburban politieians who deny knowing 

the gangster. The photograph . shows Proviso 

Township Demoeratie Committeeman RALPH (BABE) SERPICO 
and Proviso Township Supervisor C. AUGUST TADDEO, 
standing with ANTHONY J. SPILOTRO, who poliee 
intelligenee Agents say was the trigger man in the 
1965 gangland slaying of SKAR. 
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'’SPILOTRO, 31, of 1102 Maple, Oak Park, is 
a tough youug hoodlim on the way up in mob ranks. 
He is elosely affiliated with extortionist FELIX 
ALDERISIO, 505 Berkley, Riverside, and juice 
raeketeer FIORVANTE’BUCCIER0, 3004 Maple, Berwyn." 


The Deeember 12, 1969, issue of "The Trib," 

Southwest Suburban Seetion, eontained an artiele on page three 
devoted to ANTHGNY J. SPILOTRO, with a closeup photograph of 
SPILOTRO which artiele is eaptioned and quoted as follows: 

"TONY SPILOTRO: Oak Park's Rising Young Hood 

"The Hanson Park distriet on ehieago’s north- 
west side is a working-class neighborhood that has 
produced several good amateur fighters, some of the 
best sandlot baseball teams in the eity, and one of 
the toughest young hoodlums in the ehieago erime 
syndieate. 

"He is ANTHONY SPILOTRO,,31. Poliee intelligenee 
sources report that he is being groomed by the 
syndieate to assume eontrol of the maze of fraud 
and extortion raekets left by his reeently—imprisoned 
boss, FELIX ALDERISIO. 

"ALDERISIO, formerly of 505 Berkley, Riverside, 
and now a resident of Federal prison, Leavenworth 
(Kas.), speeialized in taking over legitimate 
businesses. 

"Utilizing the business sense of a eorporate 
executive and the viciousness of a professional 
assassin (which he was), ALDERISIO bullied, threatened, 
and oeeasionally shot his way into eontrol of dozens 
of legitimate businesses in Chicago, Denver, Las Vegas, 
Milwaukee, Miami, and even Puerto Rieo. 
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"He was finally senteneed in 1965 to 4| years 
in prison for interstate extortion, a sentenee he 
began serving only last month, after exhausting 
all avenues of appeal. 

M He also is under three more Federal and 
state eharges, earrying a total maxinium sentenee of 
120 years. 

M Just as legitimate eorporations have several 
junior executives to fill a position left open by 
a viee president who retires or falls vietim to a 
heart attaek, so does the eriminal eorporation have 
several young gangsters to take over. 

M And SPIL0TR0, despite his eomparative youth, 
appears to be ALDERISIO's successor. 

"He has all the qualifieations to beeome a 
successful gangster in the computer age. First, 
he is not a publicity-drawing swash-buckler in 
blaek shirt and white tie, but a eonservatively 
dressed suburbanite who lives in a modest bungalow 
at 1102 South MaplejnOak Park. 

"He also Ì3B intelligent, a proven money- 
maker, and apparently has a few important 
politieal eonneetions. In 1965, he was photo- 
graphed at a wedding reeeption in the Casa 
Madrid, a former Melrose Park gambling den, with 
Proviso Township Demoeratie Gommitteeman RALPH 
(BABE) SERPIOO, and Proviso Township Snpervisor 
C. AUGUST TADDEO. 

"Despite these superficial aspeets of 
respeetability, SPILOTRO rose in syndieate ranks 
in the time-honored fashion - by eommitting 
burglaries, bombings, and murders. 
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”Chicago poliee iatelligenee regards SPILOTRO 
as the main suspect in the 1965 gangland slaying 
of MANNY SKAR, SKAR, thèn owner of the Sahara Inn 
on Mannheim Road, had fallen into the mob’s disfavor 
and was gunned down in front of his northside 
apartment, 

M Witnesses gave a deseription of the killer 
that fit SPILOTRO, and poliee say that the SKAR 
murder gave impetus to SPILOTRO * s eriminal eareer. 

"In 1967, SPILOTRO and RONALD DE ANGELES, 
a mob-linked eleetronies expert who owns World- 
wide Communications Ineorporated, 1801 North, 

Melrose Park, were seen together in Los Angeles. 

'’Shortly after that, GERALD C0VELLI, a 
Chicago-based gangster living in Los Angeles, was 
deeapitated by a bomb in his ear, presumably 
because he had testified as a government witness 
in 1962. 

”A less violent, but more colorful episode 
in SPILOTRO's early eareer occurred in 1964. 

'*That year, he took a trip to Amsterdam 
with a Florida mobster. Their objeet was to 
rob a jewelry shop in the eity. 

"However, they were arrested by the Amsterdam 
polìee when they were observed hanging around in 
front of the shop in what poliee deseribed as a 
'suspicious manner. 1 

"SPILOTRO and his eompanion were armed 
with slingshots and ball-bearings, with which, 
poliee say, they planned to break the shop's 
windows and make off with the jewels. 
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'VAmsterdam offieials then sent the two gangsters 
baek to the United States. 

"SPILOTRO first eame to the mob's attention 
about 1955, shortly after he dropped out of 
Steinmetz High Sehool and eommitted several 
successful burglaries. 

"In 1963, he was observed in the eompany 
of a man known as PINKIE DAVIS, an assoeiate 
Of ALDERISIO, and with FRANK SCHWEIHS, 515 Long- 
eommon, Riverside, ALDERISIO's chauffeur. 

"He also began assoeiating with members 
of FIORI BUCCIERI's usury raeket, notabiy JAMES 
TORELLO, a top aide of BUCCIERI's who livesat 
1836 South 60th Court, Cicero. 

"Later, poliee intelligenee offieers and 
informers noted that SCHWEIHS or TORELLO began 
serving as SPILOTRO’s driver. whenever the 
youthful mobster had to see ALDERISIO or BUCCIERI. 
This was an indieation that SPILOTRO - perhaps 
because of the SKAR murder - had risen above the 
other two hoodlums. 

"Altho law enforeement ageneies admit 
details of SPILOTRO's aetivities are laeking, 
several informants have reported that he is 
being slated to assume eontrol of ALDERISIO's 
raekets. 

"His ambitions reaeh beyond that. One 
informant overheard SPILOTRO deelare that he 
v;ould one day like to boss the entire ehieago 
erime syndieate - a position that is now shared 
by ANTHONY ACCARDO, 1407 North Ashland, River 
Forest; PAUL RICCA, 1515 North Bonnie Brae, 

River Forest; and JOHN J. CER0NE, 2000 North 
77th Avenue, Elmwood Park."

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"Eesides the gambling eharges, SPILOTEO was 
indieted on eharges oí aggravated battery and resisting 
arrest because he allegedly hit a polieeman while trying 
to eseape daring the apartment raid. SPILOTEO and 
SEGRLTI are to be arraigned Thursday in Criminal court." 

The"Chicago Sun-Times" of Monday, February 9, 
1970, on the front page aeeompanied by a large photo- 
graph of SPILOTRO, earried the follov/ing artiele on 
SPILOTRO: 


"U.S. Justice Department 'head hunters' regard 
as the No, 1 target in the ehieago area a 31-year-old 
erime syndieate terrorist who brashly deelared at age 
20 that he one day would rule the mob. 

- "A task foree of federal agents hez*e is eon— 

eentrating on the diminutive/ explosive-tempered ANTHONY 
SPIL0TR0, of 1102 South Maple, Oak Park, a protege of 
FELIX ALDERISIO and ALDERISIO’s apparent heir. 

"SPIL0TR0, who is 5 feet f^ inehes tall, weighs 
150 pounds and has blue eyes and chestnut hair, has been 
arrested 13 tiraes, but eonvieted only twice, on relatively 
minor eharges. He has had serapes with authorities in 
plaees as distant as Antwerp, Belgium. 

"CHARLES SIRAGIJSA, Executive Direetor of the 
Illinois Crime ínvestigating Commis,sion, has deseribed 
SPIL0TR0 as one of the syndieate's most dangerons gunmen. 

"Ghallenges Crime eommission 

"SPIL0TR0 has been the target of subpenas by 
the Commission for testimony on the juice loan raeket. 

. In 1966, he ignored the subpenas and ehallenged in court 
-the right of the Commission to issue them. After the 
subpena rights had been upheld by both the Illinois and 
U.S. Supreme Courts, SPILOTRO and other accused gangsters 
. repeatedly took the Fifth Amendment when ealled on to 
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testify. 


Investigators havo ealled SPILOTRO a spoeialist 
on the invasion of legitimato business by the mob. ALDLRISIO 
has plaeed SPILOTHO in eharge of Iucrative wiroroom gambiing 
aetivities. 


"ALDERISIO senteneed 

"ALDERISIO, one of 10 'direetors' of tho ehieago 
mob, is himself the most reeent top syndieate leader to 
fall vietim to the FBI ’head hunting r technique of zeroing 
in on gangsters. 

"ALDERISIO, a graying millionaii'e, was senteneed 
reeently to five years in prison for extortion, bank fi*aud 
and illegal possession of weapons. His eonvietion has brought 
to about 40 the number of Ohieago gangland,figures of varying 
degrees of importanee who have been imprisoned in the last 
few years through ’head hunting* by the FBI and other govern- 
ment ageneies. 

Under the ’head hunting’ strategy, as outlined by 
WILL WILS0N, head of the Justice Department's Oriminal 
Division, the government plaees a seleetod reputed gangster 
under ’magnifying glass' scrutiny. Investigators probo all 
faeets of the suspect's life and leeep him undor eonstant 
surveillance until the opportunity arises for arrest and 
prosecution. 

"The government's elevation of SPILOTRO and his 
sidekiek, a lesser but rislng mobster, FRANk SCHYíEIHS, to 
'Most Y/anted’ status was eehoed by the Ghieago Crime Com- 
mission, which reeently moved the pair to high spots on 
the list of syndieate hierarehy. 

"(The ehieago mob, although it has only about 
250 of an estimated 5,000 syndieate gangsters in the 
nation, is perhaps the strongest and most elosely knit 
of all the units, aeeording to federal investigators.) 
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"HARVEY JOHNSON JR., Operating Direetor of 
the Chicago Crime CommisKÌon, and JOHN RIORDAN, the 
eommission’s expert on organized erime, as weli as the 
federal 'head hunters', havo laboriously traeed SPILOTRO's 
turbulent history baek to his youth. 

"Investigators learned that SPILOTRO stood out 
even in the early 1950's, when he was a student at Steinmetz 
High Sehool on the northwest side, as a violent, eombative 
youth with a hair-trigger temper. 

"Periodieally moody, he often was the eenter of 
trouble and did not graduate from Steinmetz with his elass. 

"SPILOTRO first was eonvieted at age 16. He was 
fined $10 for stealing a shirt from a men's store in River 
Forest, 


"The other eonvietion resulted in a fine of $200 
in Miami on a disorderly conduct eharge. A ehargo of 
resisting arrest in the same ineident was dropped, but 
that aitereation with poliee was to prove eharaeteristie. 

In moye than one arrest, SPILOTRO has threatened or attaeked 
polieèmen, investigators learned. 

"His arrests have been on such eharges as 
possession of burglary tools and assault and battery, 
but on none such has he been eonvieted. 

"One of the arrests as a burglary suspect, however, 
revealed the dark linkages that were beginning to proliferate 
in the life of the young SPILOTRO. 

"Evanston poliee arrested him, when he was 20, along 
v/ith MICHAEL BRESLAN, who now is serving a prison term in 
Wiseonsin for a $40,;000 jewel robbery. Senteneed with 
BRESLAN in that robbery ease was GLENN RICHARDS, a bandit 
with mob eonneetions who later was linked to RICHARD MORRISON, 
Chicago's 'babbling burglar’. 
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"It v/as in the Evanston arrest that poliee 
reeorded SPILOTRO's predietion that he one day \vould 
be mob kingpin. SPILOTRO made the boasi to an Evanston 
poliee lieutenant, aeeording to JOHNS0N, the ehieago 
Crime Commision operating direetor, \vho then was a 
Federal Bureau of Investigation agent. 

"SPILOTRO's links to RIOHARDS and RICHARDS * 
to MORRISON long have intrigued investigators of a 
1963 ambush shooting of MORRISON. 

I 

"MORRISON told a reporter he was shot beeause 
he divulged in 1960 grand jury testimony the name of a 
-syndieate doetor who had treated him for an earlier gun— 
shot wound. The doetor did not report the treatment to 
poliee. 

'MORRISON told the reporter he got the name 
of the doetor from RICHARDS and he \vas eertain he \vas 
ambushed because he was about to be questiohed about 
the doetor in a trial in eriminal Court. 

"SPILOTRO’s eoekiness, his ambition and his 
reputation as a *stand-up guy' against poliey quickly 
• attraeted the attention of FIORI BUCCIERI, like ALDERISIO, 
one of the ehieago erime syndieate's direetors. 

. "But it was as an employe of the now imorisoned 

juice raeketeer boss SAM DE STEFANO that SPILOTRO first 
attraeted the attention of federal investigators. 

"When SPILOTRO and other suspected juice eolleetors 
were subpenaed for appearanee before the Illinois Crime 
Commxssion, ’The Sun-Times f learned, investigators \vere 
probing juice loans to two former Cook County assistant 
state’s attorneys and the son of a former member of the 
eommission. 
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"One of the nssistant state's attorneys \vas not 
employed by the county at the time that his gambling habits 
.foreed him to take a juice loan. The other was an aetive 
assistant state’s attorney who resigned after the probe 
into his loan from aides of DE STEFÁNO. 

"The Illinois Crìme Investigating eommission 
member, who had served only a short time, also resigned 
after it was learned that his son - in aeed of funds 
because of his gambling - was linked to th.e same juice 
'eolleetors. 

• "ironieally, the eenter of aetivities for 

that juice eolleetion operation was a bail bond offiee 
in the shadows of the Criminal Courts Building at 26th 
a,nd Galifornia. ^ 

"By then irrevoeably in the eye of investigators, 
SPILOTRO, although still in his early 20’s, soon developed 
a reputation as a mob gunman, jewel thief, juice eolleetor 
and terrorist. 

"The initiative of SPILOTRO and his friend, 
SCHWEIHS, in muscling into businesses on behalf on the 
mob - a finanee eompany, used-car lots, a small eoffee 
firm - projeeted both into the deliberations of ALDERISIO, 
always alert for someone with business acumen. 

"It was under ALDERISIO that SPILOTRO’s rise 
. aeeelerated. 

"SPILOTRO’s name eropped up in investigations 
into numerous slayings, including those of MANDEL SKAR 
in 1965 and ALAN ROSENBEIiG in 1967, both assoeiates of 
ALDERISIO, who by that time had faílen out with the mob. 
SPILOTRO soon beeame a elose friend of FRANK ROSENTHAL, 
Chicago and Miami mob jet-set gambling speeiafist. 
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” In the Beigian ineidont, PPILOTRO \vas asked 
by poliee to leave Antwerp. Tho poliee had beeome sus- 
picious of his unusual and persistent curiosity in a 
precious stone in a jewelry store. 

"On Sept. 12, 1969, ehieago poliee apprehended 
SPILOTRO in a north side wireroom. He had SS.OOO in his 
poeket. 


"Last Tuesday, SPILOTRO was arrested in a ìmid 
on a norehv/est side wireroom. He \vas eharged as the keeper 
, of a gambling house and with resistiníj; arrest* He had 
$12,000 in his poeket. 

” Investigators said that tho t\vo arrests eame 
when SPILOTRO was eolleeting the mob’s share oí tho 
lucrative gambling wirerooiu oporations. 

'iSfo^ that ALDiáRISIO has been imprisoned and 
SPILOTRO has assumed ALDkRISlo•s mantle, SCHWLIHS has 
.emerged as the young leader's top lioutenant. 

"SCHWEIHS, who is from the 29th and V/allaee 
area and now lives at 515 Longeommon Dr. in Riverside 
xn a home formerly owned by ALDERISIO, has a repntation 
as a hijaeker and eartage thief. 

"In 1964, when he had risen to bodyguard for 
AIDERISIO, SCHWEIHS \vas seized noar a Manheim Rd. motel 
ín Sehiller Park. He was earrying a taped lead pipe. 

"Investigators said he apparentlý was about 
to waylay RICHARD HAUFF, a native Iranian who beeame 
a land speculator, Rush St* playboy aad pal of erime 
syndieate gangsters. HAUFF had fallen into disrepute 
when he began dating the former wife of mobster MARSHALL 
CAIFAN0, but probers eonsidered SCHWEIHS' plan to 
bludgeon HAUFF part of an effort to muscle into a 
HAUFF night club. 


i 
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'*In all, SCHWKIHS haa boen arrested sovoral 
dozen times in the iast 21 yoai’s in investigations into 
eases ranging from burglai-y to nmrder, but he has never 
gone to prison. 

"In 1963, RICHARD CAIN, no in prìson but ehief 
investigator for Sheriff (nov/ Gov.) RIGHARD B. OGILVIL, 
eleared SCHWKIHS as a suspect in tho murder of EUGi.NIA 
PAPPAo, 13, v/hose body \vas found in the ehioago Kivor shot 
through the heart. Miss PAPPAS had dated SOHT.’LIHb, vviio 
turned hiinaelf in to CAIN ovon though the body \vas fouad 
in Chicago, and not in tho eomvly aroa that usually falls 
under tho jurisdiction of the sheriíf’s offiee."

Ooneerning the latter segment of the instructions 
in retmairtel, Ohieago has conducted a review of the information 
furnished the Bureau by report and other communications, 
including the teletype refereneed in rebuairtel, and ean find 
no instanee wherein SPILOTRO was ever identified as being 
"a logieal successor to the leadership of Chicago*s LCN ^family*" 
or referenee to his "newly arrived at position of potential 
leadership" or suggestion that "SPIIDTRO is a logieal successor 
to a top-level position in organized erirae in ehieago"* 

It would appear that there is a misinterpretation 
eoneerning the intent of the phraseology of the ehieago Offiee 
in deseribing the function and position enjoyed by SPILOTRO 
at the present time, The ehieago Offiee has eonsistently 
referred to SPILOTRO in its communications to the Bureau as 
"the heir apparent to the interests of FELIX "MILWAUKEE PHIL" 

*AIDERISIO”, based on substantial informant information to this 
effeet, It has been the intent »f the Chicago Offiee to indieate 
that SPIIOTRO has been entrusted by ALDERISIO diiring his 
ineareeration with the duties of everseeing his business and 
illegal interests in order to eonserve and manage his enterprises, 
It has not been the intent of the ehieago Offiee to indieate 
in any manner that SPILOTRO has been seleeted by the leadership 
of organized erime in Chicago to succeed to t he former leadership 
position of AJJDERISIO within the structure of organized erime 
in authority over other members of this organization, Instead, 
the ehieago Offiee has attempted to indieate his stature insofar 
as importanee to the eriminal intelligenee Program is eoneerned 
by refleeting the current information being ftirnished by extreraely 
lcnowledgeable and reliable sources that he is a custodian and 
earetaker *f ALDERISIO r s interests in his absenee. In traeing 
the background of SPILOTRO, it ean be seen that for years he 
was one of the prime jewel and eartage thieves in the Chicago 
area. One of AIDERISIO^s prirae functions in organized erirae 
during his aseendaney to a top leadership position was some form 
of supervision of these thieves, SPILOTRO therefore eame to his 
attention as a eapable individual, He therefore assigned him 
some duties as a muscle man and enforeer in his group, These 
assignments, apparently earried out in a eapable manner, 
reeommended SPIIX)TRO for fvirther responsibilities with the result 
that SPIKJTRO was assigned his current functions with the 
ineareeration of AIDERISIO.

Therefore, when they 
report, as they have, that SPILOTRO is ALDERISIO’s "protege" 
and that "U. S, Justice Department 'head hunters’ regard 





(SPILOTRO) as the No, 1 target in the Ohieago area," it is 
felt that they have reeeived information from sources who 
have some knowledge whereof they speak, Furthermore, 

Ohieagò newspapers are very much alert to the propensity 
of Chicago hoodlums to file libel suits whenever they 
feel newspápers are not on solid ground when they eharaeterize 
them as hoodlums, ete, Espeeially would Ohieago newspapers be 
susceptible to a libel aetion in the ease of SPILOTRO shonld 
they not be able to baek up their allegations sinee SPILOTRO 
has never been eonvieted of a erime, However, it is to be

shown promise within a particular group and assuming new 
responsibilities within that group, ANTHDNY SPILOTRO is a ease 
m point, and an AR ease was opened on him on 2/28/68« It 
has been reeognized for some time that the leadership of the 
Chicago family, ALDERISIO, PRIO, BUCCIERI, ete., have 
reeognized that pressure is being plaeed on the upper eehelon 
leadershìp of the Chicago family and in many instanees on 
their respeetive ”lieutenants, ,, It was, therefore, felt 
that less prominent members of their group who showed ability 
should be cultivated to assume leadership roles while continuing 
to retam their anonymity. It was not intended that these 
persons should be leaders in areas other than the group to 
which they belonged. 


This seareh for talent from within lends eredenee to 
the eomment that the upper eehelon is suggesting to their groups 
that eonsideration be given to additional delegation of 
authority in order to insure that their operation continues
